He was

where he was taken by a farm er residing nearby. 
Traveled All Night 
The lad was sitting on the front seat of his father’s m a­ 
chine which was being driven by Miss Stella Brucker, 21, of 
S m ith’s Ferry. 
With th e child and the driver on the front 
seat was the father. 
On the rear seat were the m other of 
the child, Fred Boughey, Jr., of Trenton, New Jersey, young 
nephew of the Bougheys, and Charles 
Brucker, 
brothel­ 
er the driver.

party they had left Trenton, N< w 
Jersey, wh**re they had been vi St­

The lad was thrown from th;1 
ear, ami as it turned over it fell 
upon him crushing his chest. The 
other passengers pulled him from 
beneath the machine.

Miss Ellen Tipton, Buford ave­ 
nue, secretary to I. L. Taylor, pres­ 
ident of the bank, was cut about 
the head, but her injuries are not 
serious. 
She was taken to the 
office of a local physician, after 
which she was removed 
to

h* me. 
Two Suffer Lacerations 
W, IL Houck, Heidlersburg, one 
of the directors, and George Raf- 
fonsporgor, one of the hank em ­ 
ployes, were ? lightly cut about the 
head. 
(’. L. Longadorf, Bigler­ 
ville, another director, and I. Wil­ 
lis Appier, an employe, were stun­ 
ned by the falling timbers. 
The scaffold was used to rebuild 
the roof of the hank, ami had had 
much more weight 
uoon 
it at 
various times than was on it thU 
morn rig. 
Fred Hacker, who is 
superintending the reconstruction 
of the bank building, directed H ar­ 
vey Trestle and Harry Callag her, 
two carpenters, to brace the scaf­ 
fold this morning. 
Jump To Safety 
Just as they got on the scaffold, 
it began to sway and sag, they 
said. 
Before the rigging caved 
in. both men jumped to the top of 
the new vault. 
Two plasterers, 
who also were on the structure, 
jumped when the timbers began to 
creak. 
No customers were in the hank 
at the time, it was stated, 
but 
several of the directors had al­ 
ready 
arrived. 
Mr. 
Longsdorf 
was in the banking room. 
P. A. 
Miller, a director, was standing 
along the counter to the right of 
the main entrance, and Mr. Tay­ 
lor, president, was walking toward 
the front of the bank when the 
scaffolding gave w ar. 
Take Refuge 
The wooden 
structure 
sagged 
toward the re a r of the 
banking 
room, and fe1! with a crash. 
Be­ 
fore it fell, several of the employe 


noticed it swaying and heard the 
timbers creaking, and scurried un­ 
der counters, desks and anything 
that afforded shelter. 
A large timber struck Mr. Ap­ 
pier. knock'ng him under a desk. 
WK n he got up, he was knocked 
down a second time. 
E. M. Bender, trust officer, no­ 
ticed the scaffold sagging and call­ 
ed to Miss 
Elizabeth 
Evans, a 
clerk, both of them taking snelter 
behind the vault before the scaf­ 
fold fell and broke. 
Charles 
Stock, 
cashier of the 
hank, was downstairs at the time, 
and escaped injury. 
To Move Quartern 
The scaffold fell a broken, twist­ 
ed mass of wreckage, 
breaking 
desks, tables and chairs and dam ­ 
aging the counter. 
The bank was closed for the 
rest of the day, and will re-open 
for business Wednesday morning 
at 9 o’clock in the E. I,. Weikert 
garage, two doors east on York 
street. 
The garage was rented 
l/y the directors who held their 
regular 
Tuesday 
session in the 
basement of the 
bank 
building 
where the bookkeeping department 
ha - been located during the re- 
pa i rs, 
The hank will occupy the Weik­ 
ert garage showroom until the re- 
mod-ling operations are complet­ 
ed.

Today, your readers await the verdict of the coroner’s jury 


■ah to the (aune of the death of Cecilia Schrt. 
Probably 
no 
casualty in rectnt years ha- so stirred our community. There 
is something peculiarly tragic in the violent death of a child. 
I he loss seems so wasteful! 
The protection o< child life is a 
primary duty of re spoil sib Ie citizenship. 
No unit of govern­ 
ment is stronger than the safety of its highways 
for 
little 
children. 
There are some thing*- which a jury on this tragedy might 
say. 
It might say that this little girl lost her life bemuse th. 
borough of Gettysburg reverted to an outgrown and barbacou? 
celebration of our national independence. 
We have outlived tm- 
day when noise and destruction are even a tolerable expression 
of patriotic fervor. 
In “An Attic Philosopher in Paris’*—a hook 
much cherished a -hart generation ago— the sentiment is ex- 
pre ssed: 
Perhaps you have never thought v. hat your country 
means. 
It is all that surrounds you, all that has brought 
you up and fed you, all that you have loved. Ibis ground 
that you see*, these trees, these houses, those girls who go 
along there laughing—this is your country. 
The laws which protect you, the bread which p»Js for 
your work, the words you interchange with o t h e r s , the joj 
and grit f w hich come to you from the 
men and things 
among which you live—this is your country. 
Ibis little 
room where you used to see your mother, lh*- remembrance, 
she has left you. the earth where she rests— this is your 
country. 
You see it, you breathe it everywhere. 
I bink to 
yourself, my son, of your rights, and your duties, your af­ 
fections 
and your wants, your past 
and your present 
blessings; write them all under a single name—and that 
ncmt will he your country! 
It does not seem quite worthy of Gettysburg, the shrine of 
civic freedom and the mecca of patriotic tourists, thai ;• visit­ 
ing child should fall a victim to an Ill-considered outburst of 
animal exuberance, tolerated only for the moment because there 
is no Ivorougii ordinance covering the manner of our patriotic 
demonstration. 
Cecilia Sehrt went out from the securitj of the home to a 
cress of fire* upon the street. 
She was tin innocent victim n* 
niminal license to toy with nature’s deadliest element. 
Her 
bearing throughout the day of her living agony reflected the 
-pirit of Calvary, 
Hers was a vicarious sacrifice. 
We cannot 
bring her hack, but this providence is lost on us and we are 
given over to a reprobate mind if we do not, in our borough gov­ 
ernment, provide that such a catastrophe shall not. through 
any lack of vigilance, happen again.

Percy Eiker, Killed by Wife, 
Tries to Shield Her With 
Story of Suicide Attempt 


Receives Load of Buck Shot in Chest Follow­ 
ing Argument in Bedroom in Which He 
Is Accused of Infidelity; Second Load 
Goes Through Head of Bed; Lingers Four 
Hours Before He Dies. 


A fter-accusing Far husband. Iterr> Eiker, of infidelity, 
a c c o r d in g to state police, Mrs. Helen Eiker, 20, shot and fa­ 
tally wounded hint at their home, 95 Steinwehr avenue, at 9 
o’clock th is morning. 
He died at one o’clock this afternoon. 
The load from a shotgun, fired at close range, hit Eiker 
in the right chest, most of the charge lodging in the back 
abov* the right lung. 
Although the wounded man suffered considerably from 
the loss of blood lo fore he was removed to the Warner hos­ 
pital in the Gettysburg ambulance, physicians thought he had 
a ‘‘lighting chance” for recovery. 
At the hospital. Eiker steadfastly maintained that he 
shot himself, state police said, hut the officers place little or no 
credence in his story of attempted suicide. 
Sergeant Joseph Merrifield, who investigated the shoot­ 
ing and interviewed Mrs. Eiker, said she has confessed to him 
that she -hot her husband because she doubted his faithful­ 
ness, and had accused him of ‘Tunning around with other 
women.”

fantry. 
The regim ent, which left Min­ 
nesota about 1,200 strong, w as 
badly cut up in desperate fight­ 
ing in Virginia, and entered the 
G ettysburg affray numbering but 
202 men. 
According to histo­ 
rians, all th a t stood between Gen­ 
eral Lee ami victory at one time 
in the battle here was the F irst 
Minnesota regiment. 
Ordered fo Death 
In th a t 
midwestern outfit of 
brave 
fighters 
was 
Nicholas 
Mat hois, grand-father of 
Miss 
Helen Matheis, home economics 
specialist in Adams county, and 
his blood mingled with th at of 
othcn courageous w arriors when 
the sun sank on July 2. 
As the Confederates charged 
the Union lines, scourging them 
w'ith 
deadly 
volleys 
a t 
close 
range, and threatening to divide 
the Union forces, General H an ­ 
cock rode up to the F irst Minne­ 
sota regiment, which was direct­ 
ly in the path of the oncoming 
Confederates. 
“ W hat regiment is 
th is ? ” 
he 
called. 


“The F irst M innesota,” Colonel 
Covillo replied. 
Pointing to the charging Con­ 
federates, Hancock thundered: 
“Charge

by sac­ 
rificing Col. Coville and his com­ 
rades, but not one man hesitated 
a fraction of a second.

the survivors checked the 
advance.

charge; 
forty-seven stood with the colors 
when the charge was over. Two 
hundred and fifteen down, dead 
or wounded—and not one man 
missing. 
General Hancock, sneaking of 
the charge later, said: 
“There is no more gallant deed 
recorded in history. 
I ordered 
those men in there because I saw 
I must gain five m inutes’ time.
